Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and

5. Every Peer of Ireland elected either "before or after the passing 
of this Act to sit and vote on the part of Ireland in the House of 
Lords of the United Kingdom, who shall become either by creation 
or succession a Peer of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, shall thereupon cease and become disqualified to be or to 5 
be elected a representative Peer of Ireland ; and the Lord High 
Chancellor or Keeper of the Great Seal of England shall, on 
the fact of such creation or succession being certified to him, under 
the hand and seal of two Lords Temporal of Parliament, cause a 
writ to issue for the election of a representative Peer of Ireland in 10 
the place and stead of a Peer who shall be so created, or shall have 
become by succession a Peer of the United Kingdom, so soon as 
two other vacancies shall occur among the representative Peers of 
Ireland, but not before. 

6. This Act shall be cited for all purposes as “The Peerage 15 
of Ireland Act, 1877.”
